CONFERENCE HELD AT NIGHT

MINORITY PARTY VNARM: TO AGREC
ON A rROr.RA.MMK,

Democrat. Therefore, Will Vote as
They Ileae, nnil the Hill

I'rolmMy Will lie Panted.

WASHINGTON. April 8. The first day
of the debate on the Cuban reciprocity bill,
which opened in the Houfp to-da- y, was
disappointing from a spectacular stand-
point. There were no sensational clashes
after the debate was actually begun, and
none of the bitterness which was expected
to cro; out on the floor came to the sur-
face. The vote on the motion to go Into
committee of the whole to consider the
bill, however, developed the lines of cleav-
age an! showed that the Democrats are
quite as much divided oi the, question as
Is the majority. In the division, wnlch Is
regarded as practically a test vote on the
bill. 111 Republicans and sixty-thre- e Demo-
crats voted for the motion and forty-on- e

Democrats and thirty-nin- e Republicans
against It. The vote was In reality more
embarrassing to the Democrats than to
the Republicans, as the members of the
minority had called a conference for to-

night, at which they desired to get to-

gether on a course of action. The vote
forced the hand3 'of the Democrats as in-

dividuals before the caucus.
Mr. Payne, the Republican leader, opened

the debate for the bill to-da- y In a strong
peech which commanded close attention

from both sides of the House. There were
only two other speeches. Mr. Newlands, a
Democrat, from Nevada, took the position
that the concessions should not be made
to Cuba unless she were Invited at the
tame time to become a part of the United
EU4e .Air. McCIelln, a New York Demo-
crat, who was the last speaker, favored
a 60 per cent, reduction for the benefit of
Cuba, but gave notice that If the rate of
reduction was not Increased he would vote
for the bill. II contended that reciprocity
was In lino with time-honor- ed doctrine, and
that while Republicans misht fear it Demo-
crats should not.

At the opening- - of th session to-da- y Mr.
Lacey, of Iowa, asked unanimous consent
for the consideration of a bill to protect
game and fish in Alaska. Ho explained
that when the Alaka code was enacted ayear ago It did not include game laws, and

. the result had been an enormous slaugh-
ter of game during the last season. There
was no objection and the bill was passed.

THE FIRST SKIRMISH.
Mr. Tayne then moved that the House

go into committee of the whole for consid-
eration of the Cuban reciprocity bill. A
lively skirmish followed over the question
whether the bill was privileged, but the
speaker ruled it was. The first test of
strength came up on the motion to go Into
committee of the whole. A laughable in-

cident occurred on the division. On the
viva voce vote the chorus of "noes" was
louder than the "ayes." and the speaker
announced that the "noes" seemed to have
It. He lifted his gavel and looked at Mr.
Payne, the majority leader, expecting him
to demand a division, but Mr. Payne made
no move. "The noes have it," announced
the speaker. Simultaneously Mr. McClel-
land, of New York, saved the day by shout-
ing "division." "I demand a division."
The result of the rising vote was watched
with great Interest. It resulted: Yeas, lüT;
rays. 102. A dozen Republicans demanded
tellers, and Mr. Fordney, of Michigan, and
Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, demanded theyeas and nays. The roll call followed.Many of those who had voted against the
motion on the rising vote changed their
attitude when they were placed on record,
and the friends of reciprocity won an easy
victory, the motion being carried by 177
to to. as follows, the names of Indiana
members being printed in capital letters:

Accordingly the House went into com-
mittee of the whole. Mr. Sherman, of New
York, in the chair. It was decided that the
time should be equally divided for and
against the bill. Mr. Payn then began his
argument. In opening he pointed out the
peculiar relations existing between the
United States and Cuba growing out of the
Spanish war, to which, he remarked inci-
dentally, he had been opposed, and the
limitations placed upon Cuban Indepen-
dence by the Piatt amendment and the
obligations which it placed upon the I'nited
States. It was our duty, he agreed, to sec
that the new government was started un-
der the best auspices, and to do all In our
power to make tne experiment successful.
He then proceeded to describe the Indus-
trial conditions in Cuba growing out of the
depression of the sugar Industry, upon
which the prosperity of the island rested.
He gave figures brought out in the hear-
ings and reports.

CONCESSION NECESSARY.
If Cuba was to have a chance to become

a free and Independent republic he declared
that it was absolutely necessary to tide her
oer the present crisis. The 20 per cent,
reduction would save the planters from
bankruptcy until the removal of the boun-
ty system in Europe, which the Brussels
conference abolished, to take effect on Sept.
1. l'Jtr.i. It was hojed this would result in
the return of sugar to Its normal price.

Mr. Payne declared that he had not been
ready to make this concession until he be-
came convinced that It would injure no
..merican industry. He charged that a por-
tion of the opposition to this bill was in
reality seeking to bring about free trade
with Cuba. It was notable that Mr. Payne
addressed his remarks almost entirely to
those Republicans who are opposing reci-
procity. He seldom even looked over to the
side of the Democrats. Mr. Payne wasvery insistent on his contention that the
Cuban planters would reap the entire ad-
vantage of the 20 per cent, reduction of theduty and that the sugar trust would get
nothing.

Mr. Payne produced a report from Gov.
Wood, which showed that up to April 2
there had been ground tons, of which
the trust held options on 3,25 tons, other
Americans 2.1D5 tons and 25.64 tons had
been exported to the United States. The
remainder. General Wood reported, was
held by Cuban planters or commission
houses. That sugar. Mr. Payne said, was
being held by the Cubans awaiting actionby Congress.

"Is It not also fair to assume," interposed
W. A. Smith, of Michigan, "that the sugar
trust, which Is the principal customer of
the Cuban planters, is also holding off
awaiting action by Congress?"

Mr. Payne said he could not be prevented
from trying to help Cuba by fear of thesugar trust. Mr Payne then turned his at-
tention to the benefits which would accrue
to the United State. He said it had been
predicted that in a few years we would
have the bulk of the Cuban trade and thatour exports to that country would reach
gmOon.ouQ.

PHILIPPINE TARIFF LAW MAY
rilOYE TO DC OF GREAT HE.NEFIT.

WASHINGTON. April cretary Root,
after consultation with the treasury au-
thorities, has Issued Instructions to acting
Civil Governor Luke Wright, of the Phil
ippine Islands, to give effect to that part t

of the Philippine tariff act which provides
for a rebate of the export duties on goods
shipped from the Philippines Into the
United States. This matter is realized to
be one of great importance, and has caused
much agitation in Europe, and especially
in London, where the vast Manila rope
Industry is threatened with a severe blow
by the advantage that will be given to
rope makers in the United States through
the remission of the export duty, which
will be collected in full from European
shippers. Aside from hemp the regulations
apply to all raw materials from the Philip-
pines on which export duties are levied.

It is believed that through the operations
of this discriminating law there will be a
large addition to the number of United
States bottoms and a considerable ad-
dition to the manufacturing interests
here. It is hoped by this and other
Important steps, to be taken later to
make the United States a vast collect-
ing and disributing mart for the world's
tropical goods. The principal point in the
secretary's instruction Is that which re-
quires the collection at Manila or other
Philippine ports of the export duty in
every case whether the goods go to Amer-
ica or to Europe or to the Orient. Rut pro-
vision is made for the return of the tax
to the American shipper if the goods act-
ually are landed and worked up in the
United States.

An important construction of another sec-
tion of the act (Sec. 2) which refers to
goods "coming directly from said Philip-
pines to the United States," declares that
this applies where the goods at the time
of shipment are declared to be destined
for a port in the United States, regard-
less of intervening ports at which the ves-
sel may touch.

SON PLEADS GUILTY.

Confesses Enihesslenient for Which
Ills Father Was RcinR Tried.

OMAHA. Neb.. April 8. Charles I. Kauff-ma- n,

son of former Councilman Charles
Kauffman, created a sensation in the Coun-
ty Court to-d- ay by unexpectedly appearing
and pleading guilty to the embezzlement
of nearly $3,000, on which charge his father
was on trial. Young Kauffman's father
had Just pleaded not guilty to the charge,
when his son appeared suddenly and ex-

claimed: "I am the guilty party. I took themoney and want to plead guilty. This has
gone far enough and I want to stop thisworry."

There being no charge against the young
man. Judge Vincent Haller said he was
not properly before the court. His father's
bond was fixed and both were permitted to
depart.

IN TOM JOHNSON'S TOWN.

jndge Orders Investigation of Alleged
Corruption of Juries. ,

CLEVELAND. O., April S.-J- udge Stone,
in the Criminal Court to-d- ay delivered a
sensational charge to the grand Jury In
reference to alleged Jury bribing. "For
a long time," said Judge Stone, "common
reports and rumors have been current
about the country that Jurors were fixed,
that they were bribed and that it was
utterly Impossible to secure a fair trial
and a Just verdict in this county; that a
certain clique of professional corruption-Ist- s

hang around the county buildings and
for a consideration can and do tamper with
juries." Judge Stone urged the grand jury
to thoroughly investigate all of these re-
ports.

STRONG ENOUGH FOR RIG STRIKE.

Great Heal of Money In Ileitis? Spent
In Attempt to Recruit It to the

KiKhtlnjc Point.

OPERATORS HAVE TIGHT HOLD

THEY ARE AI1LE ALMOST TO CUT

OFF THEIR EMPLOYES SUPPLIES.

IIonen In Which Miners Live Are
Owned hy Operator, Who Can

Evict-o- Very Short Notice.

The executive board of the United Mine
Workers yesterday took up the West Vir-
ginia situation and the strike In the block
coal district of Indiana, but no determined
steps were taken in either matter. A com-

mittee will be appointed to go to the block
coal district to attempt to settle the trou-
ble. James Cantrcll, president of the dis-

trict, and William Huston were here yes-

terday to confer with the board. Mack
Taylor, chief of the Coal Hoifting Engi-
neers, also attended the meeting. The
coal hoisting engineers are on strike also,
and desire to know the attitude of the
miners before continuing negotiations for
a settlement.

The West Virginia situation was re-

viewed, but no policy was outlined by the
board that would indicate a strike In that
State, although.it has been stated that a
suspension of work would likely be or-dr- ed

unless the situation brightened. The
district officers from that State are here
with information relating to the situation.
Among other things they brought is a copy
of the West Virginia statutes, which con-

tains the law relating to landlords and ten-

ants. It is said that in that State the men
are bound to the coal companies. The com-
panies hold leases of their houses, which
are forfeited, in some Instances, if the
men join the union, and all arc subject to
ejectment if they participate in any labor
agitation or quit the employ of the com-
pany. As the companies own all of the
houses and stores, it is said that the miners
are helpless. The provisions of the leases
specify that upon notification they must
vacate in from five to seven days.

The strength of the organization in that
State will not be given out at headquarters,
but the number of organizers that have
been at work in West Virginia and the
amount of money that has been spent for
organization indicate that the United Mine
Workers appreciate the proposition they
have to encounter and that the recruiting
has been slow. The conditions there make
it more serious when considering a strike.
In view of the fact that the companies have
it In their power to almost cut off supplies
from the miners. On account of these con-
ditions the board will have much hesitancy
in ordering a strike and it may be post-
poned until the miners are in better posi-
tion to fight.

A small strike in one of the subdistricts
of cntral Pennsylvania where lCOO miners
have been on strike last night was settled
at the Occidental Hotel. J. E. Thropp, rep-
resenting the coal operators' interests, and
R. W. E. Salkeld. president of the sub-distri- ct,

came here to confer with the na-
tional officers and last night an agreement
was signed, conceding the Altoona scale,
which gives the miners an advance of 20
per cent. In wages. It Is said that other
operators in the district are preparing to
sign the agreement. Roard Member Rice
left the conference yesterday to go to his
district ami interpret the basis of agree-
ment reached at national headquarters
Monday. It is believed that soon after his
arrival matters will be adjusted and all
the men will return to work.

THINK THEY ARE SAFE.

J. F. Gajnor and B. F. Greene Not
Afinld of Helng Extradited.

SYRACUSE. N. Y.. April 8. A represent-
ative of the Herald has returned from Que-
bec, where he saw John F. Gaynor and
D. F. Greene, who are wanted at Savannah,
(la., for trial In the United States courts
on charges of defrauding the government
In contract work in that harbor. In an
interview Gaynor said they knew before
they went to Canada that they could not
be extradited under the present indict-
ments, otherwise they would not have gone
there. Should they be extradited on new
indictments, he added, they must be tried
on these indictments, and. in his opinion,
conviction could not be secured upon them.

Informed that Chief Wtlkle disclaimed
any effort to bring the fugitives back, and
that the matter rested with the Department
of Justfce. Gaynor said: "I want Captain
Greene to hear that." and he called Captain
tlreene over and made the reporter repeat
tbe statement. "That don't look slm It they

WRECK OF A SPECIAL

ACCIDENT OX THE RIG FOIII RAIL-

WAY NEAR CLEVELAND.

Engineer McGrnth and Fireman Mc

N'nlly, of Cleveland, Crushed
to Death.

THREE OTHERS SLIGHTLY HURT

RAILWAY MAIL CLERK A. II. ED-M- I

US, OF INDIANAPOLIS,

And J. R. Cnrr, Baggageman, Also of
This City, Injured Wreck

Due to n Washont.

CLEVELAND, O., April 8. The Indian-
apolis special on the Big Four road be-

tween Indianapolis and Cleveland was
wrecked at. 10:15 to-nig- ht while running
through Walworth run, a low-lyin- g body of
land on the west side of the city. Two
trainmen are dead and three others hurt.
No passengers were hurt.

. The wreck is believed to be the result of
a washed out track, caused by the inces-
sant downpour of rain for the past twelve
hours.

The engineer and fireman were crushed to
death beneath their engine. The injured
trainmen were brought to the Central Sta-
tion on a wrecking train, whence they were
taken to hospitals.

Later erports concerning the injured men
are that they are not seriously hurt, and
did not require hospital care. They were
sent to their rooms, where, speedy recovery
is expected. The locomotive and mail car
went over the embankment and the en-

gineer and the fireman were buried under
the engine and are supposed to have met in-

stant death.
Where the accident occurred the track

runs along Walworth run and the roadbed
was undermined and washed out by the
high water in the run caused by the heavy
rain. The track had all the appearance of
being safe and sound and the train was
running at full speed when the weak spot
in the track was struck.

MAJOR WALLER'S ORDERS

G EX. JACOB H. SMITH IXSTRICTEI)
HIM TO KILL AND IllKX.

Not to Take Prisoners, hut to Make
Samar n HovIlnc Wilderness-Fra- nk

llalford Also Testifies.

MANILA, April 8. MaJ. Littleton W. T.
Waller, of the marine corps, at to-da- y's

session of the court-marti- al by which he
is being tried on the charge of Irving exe-

cuted natives of Samar, testified in rebuttal
of the evidence given yesterday by Gen.
Jacob H. Smith, who commanded the
American troops in the Island of Samar.
The major said General Smith instructed
him to kill and burn; said that the more he
killed and burned the better pleased he
would be; that it was no time to take pris-
oners, and that he was to make Samar a
howling wilderness. Major Waller asked
General Smith to define the age limit for
killing and . he replied, "Everything over
ten." The major repeated this order to
Captain Porter, saying: "We do not make
war in that way on old men, women and
children."

Capt. David I. Porter, Capt. Hiram Bearss
and Lieut. Frank Hal ford, all of the marine
corps, testified corroboratively.

The defense requested that subpojtna be
served on the adjutant general demanding
the production of the records of the
massacre at Balangiga of the detachment
of the Ninth Infantry in order to refute
the statement of General Smith to the ef-
fect that the attack on the troops was
made according to the laws of war. The
request was granted.

Cnnstnhlcs Carved hy Ladrones.
MANILA, April 8. Fifty Ladrones armed

with rifles and bolos recently attacked
five members of the constabulary of Sarse-go- n,

southeast Luzon, captured three of
them and treated the captives with hideous
barbarity, eventually cutting them, into
small pieces. A large force of constabulary
went in pursuit of the ladrones.

The Cholera Spreading.
MANILA, April S. Port Surgeon Hagen- -

cy, from Bulacan, capital of the province of
Bulacan, has reported eighty-on- e cases of
cholera there and has asked for assist-
ance. At Manila up to noon to-d- ay 14 cases
of cholera had occurred and there had been
140 deaths from the disease.

INJUNCTION UPHELD.

Coal Combination In West Virginia
Declared to Be Cnlntvf nl.

CINCINNATI. April 8. The Federal
Circuit Court of Appeals to-da- y aflirmed
the decision of the United States District
Court which had Issued an injunction
against the trade agreement entered Into
by the Chesapeake and Ohio Fuel Company
and seventeen coal operators in the Kana-
wha district of West Virginia, whereby
the fuel company agreed to handle the out-
put of these seventeen operators and not
handle any other coal from the Kanawha
district. Both courts held that this agree-
ment was in violation of the .Sherman anti-
trust law and constituted a combination
in restraint of trade and therefore it was
permanently enjoined.

SALARIES TO BE CUT.

Retrenchment Ordered hy the New
v ork Board of Estimates.

NEW YORK, April 8. It was announced
to-da- y that at an executive session of the
Board of Estimates of Greater New York
yesterday a resolution was unanimously
r.dopted to cut the city saiary list 10 per
cent. This, is exclusive of the uniformed
rren of the police and fire departments and
the school teachers. Those receiving very
small salaries and veterans of the civil war
are not to be affected by the proposed cut.
The amount of redaction Is estimated all
the way from J2T.0.D to $aMxi.

STREET CAR DEMOLISHED.

Strack hy a Train and the Motnrmnn
Iosslhly Fatally Injured.

Roosevelt arrived here to-da- y and wa
given an ovation. In the afternoon he en-

joyed a trip about the harlor and in the
evening there was a barquet in his honor.
Mrs. Roosevelt was given a reception by
the women of the city. The banquet to-

night at the Charleston Hotel was a fitting
close to a day full of incidents and ervtd
to gather together mn prominent in the
affairs of state, having solcy In mind a
greeting to the President which should
prove the sincerity and the warmth of feel-
ing existing for him as the chief executive
of the Natbra. The banquet hall was a
bower of roses, pinks and smilax .artistical-
ly arranged, while loosely strewn over the
tables were thousands of violets. Over
three hundred specially Invited guests were
present. Mayor Smyth welcomed Iresldent
Roosevelt to Charleston, whose response
was listened to with the closest attention
and Interrupted by loud and . continuous
applause. The President's remarks were as
follows:

"Mr. Mayor and you, my hosts and my
fellow-Americ- an citizens great applause
I should JndeeH be but a poor American
myself if I were not deeply touched and
gratified by the way you have greeted nve
to-da- y in this your beautiful city, and of
course I feel at home here. Applause
I think that any American who is worth
his salt has the risht to feci at home in

"And from what 1 have known" of you
and of your representatives It was in no
sense a surprise, but it was a keen pleasure
to be greeted with the hearty and generous
hospitality, the more than hearty and gen-
erous hospitality which you have shown me
to-da- y.
